The tail section had torn free about 
50 yards uphill from where the body 
of bi plane had come to rest, Schory 
said. 

“We don’t know what went wrong,” 
a Sky West spokesperson said. 

SkyWest President Jerry Atkin 
said there is no immediate clue as to 
what caused the crash. The airplane 
was less than a year old, he said. 

“The thing you hope for in these 
situations is for all survivors,” Atkins 
said. “It is certainly unpleasant to 
have such a thing happen, but I am 
very pleased with the outcome.” 

Nicole Blohm, Elko, a passenger 
aboard the plane, said it was snowing 
heavily and she saw just a few 
glimpses of the ground below her be- 
fore the crash. 

Yesterday was the third anniver- 
sary of another SkyWest crash. A 
SkyWest commuter plane on final ap- 
proach to the Salt Lake City Airport 
collided with a smaller aircraft on Jan. 
15, 1987, killing all 10 people in both 
planes and showering debris on a resi- 
dential area. 

SkyWest serves 44 cities in eight 
Western states: Nevada, Wyoming, 
Montana, Idaho, Colorado, Utah, Ar- 
izona and California.

The violence, which exploded Sat- 
urday night with an anti-Armenian 
riot in the oil-producing center of 
Baku, is “reminiscent of news from 
the warfront” in World War II, Soviet 
TV commentator Igor Kudrin said

Izvestia said at least 33 people had 
died in the past three days in anti-Ar- 
menian rampages in Baku, a city. of 
1.7 million, but that the figure could 
rise as other ransacked. apartments 
were inspected. 

Attacks on the homes of Armenians 
were continuing, with more killings, 
Soviet TV said. 

It said 34 people, mostly Armeni- 
ans, had been injured. 

“Last night in Baku was as horrible 
as the previous one,” Tass correspon- 
dents N. Demidov and V. Gondusov 
wrote from the city on the Caspian 
Sea. “Once again, the fires of pogroms 
burned. Again the blood of innocent 
people was spilled.”

East Germans 
attack police 
headquarters

EAST BERLIN — Tens of thou- 
sands of East Germans stormed 
secret police headquarters Monday, 
tore up offices and hurled furniture 
from windows in a raid state televi- 
sion said put democratic reforms “in 
gravest danger.” 

Another television report Monday 
night said a citizens’ committee and 
officers of the regular police sealed off 
the headquarters after the protest 
ended. 

The Rev. Rainer Eppelmann, an 
opposition leader, said he regretted 
the violence, but called the storming 
an “alarm signal” for the government. 

ADN said “tens of thousands” of 
people stormed the building. Televi- 
sion spoke of 100,000. 

Official media said about 500,000 
East Germans demonstrated against 
the Communists and secret police in 
at least a dozen more cities. 

About 150,000 people staged a 
noisy anti-Communist protest in the 
opposition hotbed of Leipzig. They. 
also chanted “Germany United Fa- 
therland!” and dozens waved West 
German flags. 

Another 150,000 rallied in Karl- 
Marx-Stadt, and 150,000 more took to 
the streets in Dresden, ADN said. 

Protests were also reported in 
Potsdam, Erfurt, Schwerin, Rostock, 
Halle, Cottbus, Neubrandenburg, 
Stralsund, Magdeburg and Frankfurt 
an der Oder. 

In Cottbus, about 50 people broke 
from the main group of several thou- 
sand protesters and clashed with po- 
lice guarding secret police headquar- 
ters there, ADN said. The protesters 
threw stones and broke windows in 
the building before police dispersed 
them, the agency said. 
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Quayleto visit 
Latin Americans

Vice President Dan Quayle said 
Saturday at a press conference that 
his future trip to Latin America will 
be one “of freedom and democracy,” 
emphasizing the “positive aspects of 
the liberation of the Panamanian 
people.” 

Quayle denied that his trips would 
be merely fence mending visits as he 
addressed reporters before heading 
out to ski in Saturday’s 1990 Sena- 
tor’s Ski Cup at Park City. The Cup 
is an annual event which raises 
money for Primary Children’s Hos- 
pital. 

Quayle said he spoke with several 
Latin American leaders about the 
American invasion of Panama and 

the ousting of Manuel Noriega. De- 


spite their public statements to the con- 
trary, Latin American leaders under- 
stand the “president was pushed to the 
wall,” and left with no other recourse 
but invasion, Quayle said. 

When asked about the administra- 
tion’s “so called Colombian blockade,” 
Quayle said he would like to “expunge 
the word blockade,” adding that he did 
not know where it came from. 

Quayle said a blockade was never 
considered by the administration to 
stem the flow of drugs from Colombia 
into the United States. 

“We (the U.S.) will not impose 
ourselves on Colombia,” he said, and 
any American efforts in that region 
“will be done in a cooperative way.” The 
Bush Administration is negotiating 
with President Barcos of Colombia to 
determine how the United States can be 
of help in their war on the drug cartels.

King’s birthday celebrated, while 
signs of race relations are still mixed

Church bells across the country 
tolled the loss of Martin Luther King 
Jr. on Monday, ‘as echoes of the racial 
conflicts the. slain civil rights leader 
struggled to overcome still haunt the 
nation. 

“With each ring we are called to an 
accountability, an accountability of 
the soul and of the heart’s conscience 
that asks, ‘What have you done to let 
freedom ring?” asked Pennsylvania 
Gov. Robert P. Casey during a cere- 
mony at the Liberty Bell. 

Martin Luther King’s dream isn’t 
part of America’s agenda today and 
people need to work harder to make it 
come true, said the Rev. Curtis F. 
Sewell, pastor of the Trinity African 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Salt 
Lake City. 

“We deny America has any prob- 
lems. Yesterday we had poor people 
located in the houses. Today we have 
them all over with no houses,” he 
said. 

Sewell was guest speaker at a 
meeting of more than 100 people cele- 
brating the birthday of the slain civil 
rights leader. 

He said he was not pessimistic be- 
cause as a youth he took part in the 
civil rights movement and saw King 
try to bring freedom, justice and 


equality to a country that didn’t really © 


want them. 

And blacks aren’t reluctant to con- 
tinue the fight, Sewell said. 

A moment of silence was called to 
reflect on King’s lessons of non-vio- 
lence in his pursuit of racial equality. 
Organizers said bells chimed at 12:30 
p.m. EST in all 50 states and 144 
countries. The New York Stock Ex- 
change paused for a moment at noon. 

“Today, the sound of liberty is be- 
ing heard all around the world,” said 
James Farmer, founder of the Con- 


press. for...Racial... Equality, .. who 
pounded the Liberty Bell three times 
with his fist. “Those who have been 
denied liberty love it most, Dr. King’ 
loved liberty and he fought and died 
for it.” 

The silences followed church ser- 
vices, parades, and other celebrations 
held during the weekend before the 
federal holiday, which for the first 
time falls on King’s actual birthday. 
He would have been 61. 

“Now is the time to organize a 
global non-violent movement based 
on Dr. King’s teachings, to put an end 
to the scourges of poverty, hunger, 
racism and bigotry, war and mili- 
tarism,” said his widow, Coretta 
Seott King, at. an annual ecumenical

Bulgaria frees elections

SOFIA, Bulgaria — Parliament 
voted unanimously Monday to abol- 
ish the Communist Party’s monopoly 
on power, opening the way to free 
elections, and it reaffirmed the aboli- 
tion of harsh restrictions on the eth- 
nie Turkish minority. 

National Assembly deputies 
agreed to remove constitutional 
clauses, as other Soviet bloc coun- 
tries have done, that for 40 years 
enshrined the party as “the guiding 
force in society and the state.” 

Foreign Minister Boyko Dimitrov 
told reporters it was “a first step, 
but a very important, symbolic step. 
... You shouldn’t move forward to- 
ward democracy by banning other 
parties.” 

Alexander Dimitrov, a deputy, 
said in the debate: “We should not 
forget that there is no Socialist and 
no bourgeois democracy. There is ei- 
ther democracy or there isn’t.” 


Fledgling opposition groups, 
loosely allied in what they call the 
Union of Democratic Forces, were to 
begin negotiations with the Commu- 
nists on Tuesday about further re- 
forms and the elections tentatively 
scheduled for May. 

About 200 people shouting “Down 
with the Communists” demon- 
strated outside Parliament on Mon- 
day, supporting opposition demands 
for their own offices and a newspa- 
per. Petar Beron, an opposition 
spokesman, insisted the demands be 
settled before the negotiations 
started. 

More than 50,000 people held a 
rally in freezing temperatures Sun- 
day to press opposition demands for 
two-stage legislative elections that 
would give non-Communists a 
chance to organize. 

They also called for removal of a 
constitutional clause defining Bul- 
garia as “a socialist state ... headed 
by the working class.”

blacks and other minorities. 

His first blow against racism came 
when he led a year-long boycott of 
segregated buses in Montgomery, 
Ala. From there he established the 
Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference to set the pace of working 
peacefully for equal rights for blacks. 
In 1964, he received the Nobel Peace 
Prize. 

He was shot and killed on April 4, 
1968, in Memphis, Tenn. 

In the Southeast, there has been a 
series of bombings and threats, ap- 
parently racially motivated. In 
Boston race relations were strained 
after an apparent hoax in which a 
white man, Charles Stuart, claimed a 
black mugger fatally shot his preg- 
nant wife and wounded him. 

“The Stuart case has shown how 
fragile race relations are in this coun- 
try,” said RQEP. Byron Rushing. 
“And it’s become a kind of metaphor 
for healing.” 

The day, however, came at a mo- 
ment of gains for blacks, the first day 
on the job for the nation’s first elected 
black governor in Virginia and the 
start of anew administration for New 
York City’s first black mayor. 

“Ts it not poetic justice that the first 
day of Doug Wilder’s stay in office 
takes place on the birthday of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr.,” the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson asked at a prayer 
breakfast in Washington, D.C. 

In New York City, Mayor David 
Dinkins spoke to 400 people Sunday 
at Judson Memorial Church. 

“Dr. King took us to the dawn of a 
new era,” Dinkins said. “It is up to 
us to push on into the bright light of 
day,” he said.

Payson doctor hopes 
to cure Congress's Ills

A doctor from Payson announced 
his candidacy for Utah’s 3rd District 
congressional seat Monday morning, 
saying his background in medicine 
will give him an edge in addressing 
the health care issues facing America. 

Dean Bristow, the fifth republican 
to officially enter the 8rd_ District 
race, said he sees health care issues as 
one of the biggest issues of the 1990s 
and most public officials aren’t quali- 
fied to deal with them as they should. 

“There are only two M.D.s in the 
U.S. Congress, and neither deal di- 
rectly with health care issues,” Bris- 
tow said. “That means the body of law 
that deals with health care and 
medicine is dictated by people with no 
experience at all in those areas.” 

Bristow said he thinks lawmakers 


should have a better idea of how the 
laws they pass are going the affect the 
public. “These legislators have no 
idea what the results are after they 
pass a law. “This is especially serious 
when you look at the AIDS epidemic 
and the drug problem.” 

Bristow said he believes his experi- 
ence will also help him in the other 
two areas he thinks will be vital dur- 
ing the 1990s: education and national 
defense. He said his service on the 
Nebo District Board of Education and 
as a pilot in the Air Force make him 
uniquely qualified to address these 
two areas. 

“The areas of experience and train- 
ing that I’ve had make me unique in 
the field of candidates that are in this 
race,” Bristow said. 

Bristow said he would work to ex- 
pand the educational opportunities of 
both young and mature people.

SALT LAKE CITY — Electric rates for Utah consumers are declining, 
and utility officials hope that with good planning the trend will continue. 

Utah Power & Light officials say that power-supply planners are trying to 
prepare for the unknown. Rapid economic changes can derail a five- or 10- year 
plan and catch consumers and utility regulators by surprise. “This is exactly 
what happened in the 1970s,” said Robert M. Smith, executive vice president 
of power supply for PacifiCorp, parent of UP&L. 

The decade brought runaway inflation that stretched into the 1980s. Plan- 
ners who once believed additional power-generating plants were needed to 
meet future growth were hit with out-of-control building costs. 

The skyrocketing costs and other factors led toa series of rate increases that 
lasted until 1985. Even utility owners were not immune to the financial grief. 
UP&L shareholders absorbed a $55 million loss when Unit No. 4 of the utility’s 
Hunter Plant was canceled,while PacifiCorp wrote off $300 million against 
canceled Northwest nuclear projects.

Retailer files for Chapter 11 protection 


CINCINNATI — Debt-swamped Campeau Corp. of Canada sought refuge 
in bankruptcy court for its U.S. department stores Monday, keeping open 
famous chains such as Bloomingdale’s, Lazarus and Rich’s while struggling to 
reorganize. 

The filing for Chapter 11 protection was the biggest ever by a retailing 
business, affecting 258 department stores that employ 100,000 people and are 
visited by millions of consumers nationwide. 

Corporate officials quickly sought to reassure customers, employees and 
merchandise suppliers that business would go on as usual. They said all 
regular customer services, such as credit card sales and merchandise returns, 
would continue, as would payments to suppliers and employees. 

Even before Monday, Campeau was planning a restructuring that would 
enable it to pay off debts, and was negotiating with creditor banks over billions 
of dollars in loans coming due. 

The filing reflected Campeau’s problems paying the debt accumulated. in 
acquiring Allied in 1986 and federated in 1988, two of the biggest retailing 
industry takeovers of the decade.

Flights from Provo to Salt Lake would take 25 minutes from “door 
opening to door opening,” Mallette said. 

The seven-year-old Alpine Aviation was one of several airline services 
approached by the Provo Airline Task Force about providing commuter 
service; it is the only service to seriously pursue the proposal. If local compa- 
nies support the commuter service, Mallette will talk to airlines about inter- 
connect agreements with the ticket cost deduced from the cost of the major 
airline icket.

Utah bill abolishing death penalty 
is endorsed by ministers, attorneys

SALT LAKE CITY — Ministers, 
defense attorneys and the state 
American Civil Liberties Union on 
Monday endorsed a bill that would 
abolish Utah’s death penalty and re- 
place it with life imprisonment with- 
out parole. 

Sen. Frances Farley, D-Salt Lake, 
said at a news conference that her bill 
would ensure punishment for those 
convicted of capital crimes. 

She said it would provide “a more 
certain penalty that preserves human 
life.” 

The bill, co-sponsored by Paul 
Fordham, D-Salt Lake, would apply 
retroactively to death row inmates 
who would return to court for the al- 
ternative sentence of life imprison- 
ment or life without parole. 

In other legislative action, the 
House approved a bill limiting the 
ability of a father of a child born out of 
wedlock to veto an adoption that has 
the consent of the birth mother. 

Utah became the first state to end a 
10-year national moratorium on the 
death penalty on Jan: 17, 1977, when 
Gary Gilmore was executed by firing 
squad in the wake of a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling upholding death penalty 
laws. 

Nearly a-decade later, Dale Pierre 
Selby was put to death by injection 
for the torture murders of three peo- 
ple in the Ogden Hi-Fi Shop in 1974. 

The following year, Arthur Gary 
Bishop waived further appeal and 
died by injection for the killings of five 
boys. 

Selby’s codefendant, William An- 
drews, was to have been executed 
last August after the state Board of 
Pardons denied his appeal for commu- 
tation. 

- However, the 10th U.S. Court of 
Appeals issued a last-minute stay. 

The case is pending before the Den- 

ver appellate court. 


Doe, who came to power in a violent 1980 coup, said the rebels killed more : 


than 200 unarmed civilians in the two weeks after they entered Nimba on Dec. 
24 before his forces brought the situation under control. According to the 
Liberian authorities, about 16 Liberian officials were also killed after the 
rebels attacked the villages of Butuo and Karnplay near the border.

Buckley Jepsen, the Utah coordi- 
nator for Amnesty International, said 
acceptance of the death penalty 
places “an unbearable moral burden” 
on society. 

Salt Lake attorney Gilbert Athay, 
who represented Shelby through his 
appeals, said no one could understand 
the death penalty like someone who 
had witnessed an execution, as he did. 

“It is one of the most awful circum- 
stances I have ever found myself to be 
in this life,” he said. 

The bill has the support of E;pisco- 
palian, Methodist, Presbyterian, 
Catholic, Lutheran, Baptist and 
other congregations represented at 
the news conference.

BYU's enrollment was the subject 
of the fifth and ninth ranked stories at 
BYU. The news that BYU had ex- 
ceeded the daytime enrollment limit 
of 27,000 students in Fall Semester 
1989 was announced in November. 

The enrollment ceiling itself made 
news and was ranked the ninth 
biggest campus story of 1989. The en- 
rollment ceiling in a growing LDS 
Church means a smaller and smaller 
percentage of LDS students can at- 
tend BYU. 

The No. 6 story at BYU was that 
BYU would require all full-time stu- 
dents to carry health insurance.

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politics are an important part of the 
country, but sometimes people take 
them to the extreme. 

By not supporting a certain politi- 
cal candidate, the College Americans 
are playing it safe, she said. 

Republicans and Democrats are 
also involved with many issues, but 
the issues get watered down because 
of concerns over elections. The Col- 
lege Americans try to keep the issues 
pure and do not compromise what 
they believe, Blissett said. 

“I am disenchanted with _politi- 
cians. They change their position to 
whatever way the wind is blowing,” 
he said. 

“We are open to other ideas as long 


as they are not tearing down the 
Church because too often there are 
people tearing it down,” he said. 

The College Americans also believe 
the Constitution is being destroyed 
by ignorance and apathy about the 
general population and LDS people 
toward the Constitution, Martin said. 

The club’s main goal is to spread 
information to all BYU students so 
they can leave here knowing what 
LDS Church leaders have said about 
the Constitution and what needs to be 
done in the world to spread the LDS 
gospel and constitutional principles, 
de Gasten said.

Students can find roots

Some students are unaware of the 
genealogical resources available at 
the Utah Valley Regional Family His- 
tory Center located in the Harold B. 
Lee Library. 

The center has been located on the 
fourth floor of the library since 1967 
and serves as the largest genealogy 
branch library of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, said V. 
Ben Bloxham, associate professor of 
history. 

When 60 randomly chosen students 
were questioned about their knowl- 
edge of the center, ‘two out of three 
were not really aware of the ge- 
nealogical resources that are avail- 
able in the library. 

Lori Lewis, a junior from Heber 
majoring in dietetics, said she did not 
really know what the center con- 
tained and felt more advertisement 
might make the public more aware of 
thelibrary. 

Eileen Merrill, a graduate student 
from Las Cruces, N.M., studying 
psychology, also had no knowledge of 
the library. She said she had heard 
something from one of her roommates 
about a genealogical library but had 
no idea that it was at BYU. 

“It would help to have some more 
publicity off campus for those who are 
not on campus very often,” Merrill 
said. 

Rebecca Lamm, Provo, said she 
uses the library quite often because it 
is close and she doesn’t have to ride 
the bus to be able to do genealogical 
research. She said she uses many of 
the resources in the library but really 
makes use of the vital records indexes 
and census records. 

Bloxham said student interest was 
at its highest in the late sixties when 
the Four Generation Program began 
in the LDS church. There were 30 
sections of the Family History-Ge- 
| nealogy class with approximately 50 
| people per section, he said. 
| Diane Parkinson, director of the 

family history center, said the library 
was used by about 34,000 people in 
1988 and more are expected to have 
used the library in 1989. 

In recent years, the library has ac- 
quired many resources that help pa- 


searching those areas much faster 
and easier, he said. 

The center has about 250,000 rolls 
of microfilm containing things such as 
census records from 1700 through 
1900 and LDS ward and branch 
records to the mid 1960s, said Blox- 
ham. 

Parkinson said the library has 
many other resources that help pa- 
trons in their research. The library 
has classes available on the second 
and fourth Sundays of each month. On 
the third and fifth Sundays there are 
tours especially for Primary children, 
she said. 

“We show them a film about the 
library and help them fill out pedigree 
charts, Parkinson said. 

Many students are not aware of the 
classes that students may take for 
credit in religious education and his- 
tory, Bloxham said. There are classes 
designed to introduce students to ge- 
nealogy and help them further their 
research. There, is even a lab in the 
History Department where students 
can receive one credit per semester, 
and they can take this lab for as many 
semesters as they desire, he said. 

The library has nine student em- 
ployees and 350 volunteers that work 
in four-hour shifts Monday through 
Friday and sometimes on Sunday for 
classes and tours, Parkinson said. Six 
full-time missionaries are assigned to 
the center with four more to be added 
in February, she said.

‘Cougars edge Lobos 
in basketball thriller

Marty Haws scored 16 of BYU’s 
last 20 points to tie, then go ahead and 
defeat the University of New Mexico 
79-78 in a come-from-behind victory 
in front of 20,954 fans in the Marriott 
Center Saturday night. 

Haws took control of the game 
when he tied it up at 59 with 8:56 left 
in the second half. Over the next nine 
minutes, Haws put on a show of speed 
and skill that quickened the pace of 
the game. Twice Haws put his de- 
fender on his back as he blew past him 
to score. 

Haws had a relatively quiet first 
half — only seven points and a quiet 
second half — no points until he 
caught fire. Haws’ 16-point spree 
gave him 28 points for the game. 

“BYU pushed the ball and we for- 
got we have a 7-foot-2 center. Haws 
showed why he is an all-conference 
guard,” New Mexico Head Coach 
Dave Bliss said. 

The Cougars are now 12-8 and tied 
for first place in the WAC with a 2-1 
record. BYU is 9-0 at home. The Lo-

The Lobos started the game with a 
vengeance. New Mexico scored on 20 
of its first 24 possessions building 


leads of 20-5 and 37-20. Luc Longley, 
New Mexico’s 7-foot-2 center, did 
most of the damage scoring 12 points 
in the first half. 

The Lobos were getting good pene- 
tration for the short easy shots or 
dishing off to Longley. This showed in 
the shooting percentage as the Lobos 
shot nearly 59.4 percent. 

The Cougars slowly started eating 
away at the Lobos lead and had cut 
the lead to 37-44 after Andy Toolson 
hit two 3-pointers in a row just before 
the half. 

Coach Roger Reid said of the Cou- 
gars’ first half performance, “We 
ean’t afford not to play 40 hard min- 
utes of ball in a game like this.
